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When a Bangkok family wants a guiet, 
relaxing weekend by the sea with clean water for 
swimming and uncrowded fine sandy beach, they go 
to Hua Hin, just over 200 kms away to the south on 
Petchkasem Highway. Hua Hin is a charming 
old-fashioned beach resort and a fishing town of 
Prachuab Kirikhan Province on the west coast of the 
Gulf of Thailand.

Moses ,perhaps 
better known for his work with the Ten Commandments, 
lobbied against tattooing : “ Ye shall not make any cutting in 
your flesh...... nor imprint any marks upon you. "And 
tattooed Indians and Polynesians were such a novelty, that 
upon being discovered by Captain Cook's sailors in the 
mid-1700s were relegated to sideshow status in circuses and 
fairs in the United States and Europe. 

Today, however, you'd be hard pressed to be in a room 
with 10 people and not have at least one person with a “tat,”- 
hidden or on display. Tattoos are noticeable 
among drivers of heavy vehicles, 
machinery workers mostly for 
their safety, than the work of 
an art. While young chefs, 
bartenders, painters and 
yuppies at present use ink 
markings as more of a trend, 
than have deep interest. 
However, most retail outlets 
and fast food places would | 
not allow their staff to , 
publically display their tattoos | 
in Thailand. 

Coloring in to the tattoos 
were introduced by Californian 
Native American tribes, while 
Eskimos and Easter Siberians 1 
made needle punctures through which a 
thread coated with pigment was drawn 
under the skin. The Maoris, Japanese, 
Burmese, Nigerians, Pima Indians of 
Arizona used different means to 
add color. The electric tattooing 
needle was patented in 1891. 

The US became the centre 
of tattoo influence at this 
time, with the creation of 
pattern sheets around the 
world.

Sepak Takraw (kick volleyball) is a 
concoction between volleyball, football and 
badminton. Invented 500 years ago in 
Malaysia, the official name Sepak (kick) was 
used in Malaysia and Indonesia and Takraw 
(Woven ball) in Thailand, Although played 
throughout the country but players from the 
North East are better skilled. Here, 
everyone just calls it Takraw, which in 
Malaysia and Indonesia it’s spoken “Sepak 
Takraw”. 


























No court or net was used initially while court was 
introduced first, followed by the net. The size of the court is 
the same as badminton, but here all galleries are not included. 
The net is five feet from the ground. Either side has one circle 
for serving and two half next to the net for tossing the ball to 
a player in the circle who's called a “Tekong”, while the two 
players at the net are reffered to as “Inside Left” and “Inside 
Right”. In play only three players are allowed and are called 
“Regu”. In a game each team has to give nine registered 
names and players could be rotated as per the coach. The 
points are counted like badminton till 15. In a game, there’re 
three sets, if the first two are tied, the game is carried to the 
third, which has only six points. The ball is spherical with 12 
holes made of woven rattan or synthetic rubber. It should also 
have 12 inter sections, weighing 170 gms, with 43 cm. in 
diameter. There’re changes for women, where the ball is 150 
gms and diameter is 42 cm. 








Each player has only one attempt to pass the ball 
and it could be passed using foot, knee, shoulder or 
head. The arm including fingers shouldn't touch the 
ball (like football). The battle to shoot the ball is 
thrilling at the net (like volleyball). Best use of the 
feet like bicycle kick or reverse kick shooting at 140 
km. per hour, is at the net. The opposing players make 
an attempt either to block it at the net or receive and 
pass it to their player, or make a volley and shoot 
back. The ball shouldn't touch the floor.

Rain or sunshine, Takraw can be played indoor 
and dud cheap (200-300 baht).

There's a penalty clause in case the 
developer delays the construction. 

Please ensure the money is paid into the account of real 
estate company and not into any individual's account and you 
must have the receipt. Work with à real estate agent who has 
been in existance for few years and have good track record. 
Once you have seen the constructed house, you need to make 
sure water; sewage and electricity are in place. Buy a house 
which is facing south or east so that afternoons are cool even in 
the summer. 

If you're buying a constructed house, you're not going to 
pay 5.596 to the government; it's the responsibility of the seller. 
There is minimal land tax in Thailand. For a newly constructed | 
house, there is a house registration fee of 2% charged by real | 
estate developer, or you can hire a lawyer to do it. You should 
find time to see the progress, as construction is going on.

Market Village has Home Pro on 
second floor; one can buy from bed sheets to bath tubs. Tesco 
Lotus is an extensive grocery store. The Cabinet, a Swedish 
managed furniture shop before Shell petrol station has good 
furniture and fully functional kitchen. 

To lease a property altogether for 60 years is another 
good option. Lawyer is needed, so he makes the contract in 
lessee's interest, so lease could be renewed every 30 years. 
The lessee can also sell whenever he wishes. Here no 
company formation and balance sheet is needed. 
Government has recently launched long stay resident 
scheme. A government enterprise has been set-up with 
Tourism Authority of Thailand (TAT) holding 30%. The 
buyer can lease with this agency and it in return signs with 
developer. Please consult your good lawyer. There is à 
treaty of Amity signed between Thailand and USA, where 
US citizens can own 100% of the company. 

When you're buying à condo, the regulations are different. 
Suppose the total area (constructed and non- 
constructed) is 100,000 sq meters, a foreigner can buy only 
49% of the total area. 

If a public road leading to the condominium is to be 
constructed or you want to check status of 49% shareholding, 
only a real estate company can check, as all papers are in Thai 
and one has to go to the land department. 

The owner of the individual condo has to pay extra 
monthly for maintenance of common area, swimming pool and 
security guards etc.

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Foot massage or reflexology is one of the most popular and 
cheapest kinds of massage available all over Thailand and 
virtually every street has at least one reflexology clinic. 


There is debate as to the actual origins of using pressure 
points on the feet to treat not only the feet but various 
internal organs and glands that correspond and are 
stimulated by particular pressure points on the sole of the 
foot. Some say reflexology's roots lie in traditional Asian 
style massage techniques while others advocate that early 
Western doctors are responsible for developing and refining 
foot massage techniques, better known there as 'Zone 
therapy.' The ancient Egyptians also left behind 
inscriptions and stone carvings that depict people receiving 
reflexology treatments.

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Personally, the notion that foot massage was developed in 
the East seems to be much more realistic as it contains 
elements of the traditional massage that was developed 
through Buddhist temples around Indo-China many 
centuries ago. 


Considering the amount of time we spend on our feet, they 
are a part of the body that need a lot of attention but 
unfortunately rarely get the treatment 
they need. Being the lowest part of 
the body, there is a constant battle 
with gravity going on in these lower 
regions. The feet are often where 
crystalline deposits in our body 
fluids end up. These build up over 
time and cause blockages that 
restrict the movement of fluids 
around the body. 


These deposits of ‘crystals’ are 
broken down during a foot massage, 
releasing them back into the blood 
stream where they will eventually 
make their way to the bladder to be 
expelled from the body. 
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Having these crystals crushed by the strong thumbs of a 
reflexologist can be a very painful experience and makes 
you wonder why you decided to pay for such treatment but 
after a few minutes of circulating thumb pressure, a feeling 
of euphoria follows the pain as the warming sensation of 
‘new blood’ surges into the previously blocked areas.
